London, Dec. 28.—The Sunday Times today printed a despatch from its 
New Delhi.correspondent réporting, “on the highest authority,” that on Decem- 
ber 22, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime: Minister of India, handed to Mr Lia- 
quat Ali Khan, the Prime Minister of Pakistan, a formal note which, “although | 
couched in friendly terms, states that the Indian Government is satisfied. that _ 
the invasion of Kashmir has the backing ‘of Pakistan’s ‘arsenals and .trained . 
personnel, who are held responsible for the obviously 


the operations.” 


The correspondent said the note 
enlied on Pakistan to withdraw the 
tribes and its own personnel “im- 
mediately”, foiling which the Indlan 
Gavernment would appeal to the 
United Nations Security Counctl. If 
no reply was received by Wednes- 
day, Instructions would be cabled 
whhout further delay to the Indian 
United Nations representative. 


The correspondent added that the 
Indian Government had been driven 
to this drastic action by the “realisu~ 
tien that, as ony as the snvaders 
are reinforced’ and supplied across 
the Pakistan frontier, whose 
neutrality India respects, her troops 
not only have no hope of victory but 
are threatened with disaster.”
